UTILIZED GOVERNMENT may bo said to bo class­ 
ified under two distinct heads: tho government that 
is the rule of a class and imposes upon the people 
precepts for their conduct, not according to their own 
desires or ideas, hut according as to what the governing 
class thinks most belie fie i a1; and government by the people 
themselves through elected 
representatives 
who enact 
such laws as public opinion demands. 


In Pennsylvania this latter system, which is what tho 
constitution contemplates, has long been under the con­ 
trol. not only of one party, hut of a small hut powerful 
portion of that party organied into a smoothly working 
machine. 


This machine has neither been run for the benefit of 
the people whether they would fir not, nor to carry 
out 
their desires as public opinion demands, hut purely for 
the personal gain of a favored class and the individual 
advantage of those who control the machine. 


No progressive legislation that can possibly 
hi* op­ 
posed is allowed to get through and what may not safely 
he opposed is delayed in the enacting and mutilated 
in 


p a s s a g e . 


The principal agent used by the machine for these 
p u r p o s e s is the State Senate, which on account of its 
s m a l l size is the more e a s i l y controlled of the two parts 
of the Genera! Assembly of Pennsylvania. 


P»v electing THUS. J. BRERETON, of Chambersburg, 
candidate for State Senator, to that office, two most im­ 
portant things will he accomplished; tile strengthening of 
the minority party which will tend to act as a control of 
the machine and the sending to the Senate a man who is 
not the mere tool of the “corrupt 
gang” so scathingly 
denounced by Eilihu Hoot. 


But THOS. J. BRERETON docs not depend merely 
upon such a negative platform as that of denunciation of 
of the opposition.

In 1910 he was elected to the Town Council by an 
overwhelming majority in the Second Ward of Chambers­ 
burg, where he lives. He was chosen President of that 
body nnd served as such for a period of nearly four years. 


Previous to his election he had issued a circular let­ 
ter in which he pledged himself, 
it elected, to use his 
hest efforts to secure a supply of pure water 
from the 
mountains, eleven miles distant, to replace the impure 
creek water pumped into the mains; a system ot sewers 
satisfactory to the State Health Department, to take the 
place of the individual cesspools that were polluting the 
soil; the paving of the streets of the business part of the 
town anti the substitution of an elevated railroad for the 
tracks of the C. V. R. l l . that traversed at grade an im­ 
portant street, making it dangerous to life and 
incon­ 
venient to traffic by reason of the numerous delays due to 
the large growth of the business of that railroad. There 
were also other improvements of a less important charact­ 
er. 


All of these imnrovenments were consummated dur­ 
ing the term of Mr. Brereton’s office and that they were 
successful was due in no small measure to his long ex­ 
perience as a civil engineer and to his efficiency as an ex­ 
ecutive. 


This is the only elective office that Mr. Brereton has 
ever held, hut his public service did 
not stop there. In 
every movement for the betterment of conditions and the 
welfare of the community he 
has been conspicuously 
active both by contributing of his means and by personal 
activity and work. 


More than a year before the Gettysburg celebration 
he instituted the moVenment that ended in freeing from 
toll what is now the Lincoln Highway from the Bedford 
county line through the counties of Fulton, Eranklin and 
Adams to the Maryland State line, a turnpike road more 
than seventy-five miles long.

on or adjacent to the turnpike. Highway Commissioner 
Bigelow was present and a great deal of enthusiasm was 
cleated by his promise to free the road at an early date. 


But after many months had passed and no progress 
made, the time of the Gettysburg celebration approached. 
Finally upon the last day that condemnation proceeding) 
could he commenced to free the turnpike before the cele- 
hration opened, in connection with Mr. Harvey B. Ganoe, 
Secretary of the Motor Club, Mr. Brereton had a tele­ 
gram .sent to Commissioner Bigelow urging that in view 
of the desirability of free roads on 
that occasion, 
im­ 
mediate action he taken and in reply Commissioner Big­ 
elow sent Ids deputy who at once instituted the proceed­ 
ings that resulted in the removal of every toll gate on the 
seventy-five miles of turnpike the day before the great 
Gettysburg Semi-centennial celebration began. 


In view of such public services and of such freedom 
from boss control Mr. Brereton confidently 
appeals 
to 
the electorate of Adams and 
Franklin counties 
in hi# 
candidacy for their support on election day.
